The city of Decatur had 
previously passed the measure when taken before the 
council by the representatives of the health unit of this 
county. 
The eity of Albany adopts the milk ordinance following 
an almost unanimous favorable vote, it is understood to 
have been seven for and one against. 
In voting the 
passage of needed restrictions the city has taken a step 
towards eliminating disease in this community. 
Some 
of the most dangerous diseases to adults, can be traced 
to the source of impure milk supply. 
Impure milk hi a 
constant danger to children and The Daily congratulates 
the city council upon having taken such a progressive 
step. 
In speaking of the health conditions in the city we do 
not wish to forget the drive that must be successfully 
culminated to gain the full benefit of the health depart­ 
ment's work against mosquito breeding and the conse­ 
quent spread of malaria. 
Hie cities of Albany and De* 
catur, the county of Morgan and the entire valley has 
been practically free of this disease during the past two 
years due alone to the work of the health department 
We must not hesitate to lend an aiding hand when the 
department calls upon us either as cities, civic organisa­ 
tions, or individually.
